NOMINATIONS NOV. 19th; 


Writs were issued at Ottawa 
Oct. 31 calling for a general 
election on Monday, December 17. 
Nomination day is fixed for Mon- 
day, November 19. This applies 
to all constituencies except Yukon 
Territory. In the Yukon, nomin- 
ation day will be December 31, 
and polling day four weeks later-- 
Monday, January 28. All writs are 
returnable on February 27, 1918. 
Parliament is summoned to meet 
on the day following. 

The granting of the franchise 
to soidiers and to sailors and their 
female relatives at home has en- 
tailed the creation of entirely new 
machinery. Military and naval 
polls will be held in France, Bel- 
gium and the United Kingdom, 
the West Indies, Canada, and on 
the high seas of Europe and North 
America. Military voters stationed 
in Canada will cast their votes on 
the same day as civilian electors. 
All soldiers overseas will beyin 
voting November 30th, and milit- 
ary votes may be cast up to and 
including the ordinary — polling 
day. Military votes cast in France 
and Belgium will be counted at 
the office of the Canadian commis- 
sioner in Paris; those cast in the 
Umted Kingdom will be counted 
at the’ office of the Canadian 
high commissioner in) loudon, 
Military votes cast in) Bermuda 
and Canada will be counted under 
the supervision of the general re- 
turing officer at Ottawa.

The disease of anthrax occurs 
among sheep, horses, cattle and 
other herbivora or grain eating 
animals. No animal of any of these 
classes is capable of resisting 
anthrax infection providing suit- 
able conditions obtain. The = dis- 
ease ts also hable to attack human 
beings although it does not appear 
epidemically in man. Many cases 
have been reported where men 
have died as a result of contract- 
ing anthrax from the skinning of 
an infected animal or from: hard- 
ling the wool or skins of animals 
that have died from the disease. 
This information is brought out 
in Bulletin No. 23 of The 
of Animals Branch of the Dom- 
inlon Hepartnient of Agriculture 
entitled “Anthrax”. The bulletin 
is written by Dr. Chag. H. Higg- 
ins, pathologist, and deals with 
the sybjects of occurance, meth- 
ods of infection, soil infection, 
diagnosis, ete. It is pointed out 
that the carcass of the animal that 
has had the disease — should be 
destroyed by fire, care being taken 
that all discharges and litter about 
the animal be burned with it, even 
to the halter that it has been 
wearing. Under no circumstances 
should the animal be skinned, as 
this is a most dangerous proced- 
tre. Neither should it be dragged 
over the farm. Deep burial ts 
sometimes resorted to, but is not 
nearly so satisfactory as burning. 
Veterinarians, farmers and others 
Who have reason to the 
existence of anthrax are compel 
under the animal Contagious 
Diseases Act, too promptly noti 
fy the Minister of Agriculture, the 
Veterinary Director-General, or 
the nearest Veterinary inspector.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


The sole head of a family, or any male 
over 18 years, who was at the com- 
mencement of the present war, and hys 
since continued to be, a British subject 
or a subject of an allied or neutral coun- 
try, may homestead «a quarter section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. Applicant must 
lappear in person at Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for District. En- 
try by proxy may be made on certain 
conditions. luties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of land. in each of 
three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader may 
Secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
pre-emption. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
—Keside six months in each of three 
years after earning homestead patent and 
cultivate 50 acres extra. May obtain pre- 
emption patent as soon as homestead 
patent on certain conditions. 

A seftler after obtaining homestead 
patent, if he cannot secure a pre-emption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer- 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Must 
reside six months in each of three years, 
cultivate 50 acres and erect a house 
worth $300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time of 
employment as farm labourers in Canada 
during 1917, as residence duties under 
certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are advertised 
or posted for entry, returned soldiers who 
have served overseas and have been hon- 
ourably discharged, receive one day prior- 
ity in applying for entry at local Agent's 
Office (but not Sub-Agency). Discharge 
papers must be presented to Agent.
